PREFATORY  NOTE 


HE  accompanying  Supplement  to  the  Catalogue  of  Manu- 


scripts  belonging  to  Gonville  and  Caius  College,  compiled 
by  me  at  the  request  of  the  College,  contains  descriptions  {a)  of 
a few  volumes  which  were  accidentally  omitted  from  the  main 
Catalogue  published  in  1907-8,  {b)  of  recent  acquisitions,  including 
the  valuable  and  interesting  gift  of  Dr  Swete,  {c)  of  the  more 
interesting  of  the  fragments,  taken  from  bindings,  which  are 
preserved  in  the  Library.  Prefixed  to  these  descriptions  is  a 
revised  Table  of  the  two  numberings  of  the  manuscripts,  namely 
that  of  J.  J.  Smith’s  Catalogue  and  that  (in  red)  which  was  added 
subsequently.  This  Table  has  been  compiled  by  the  Rev.  G.  A. 
Schneider,  M.A.,  Librarian,  to  whom  the  gratitude  of  all  users  of 
the  Catalogue  is  due. 

I have,  further,  taken  the  opportunity  of  introducing  a series  of 
Addenda  and  Corrigenda,  to  which  I desire  to  call  the  attention 
of  students.  A list  of  such  manuscripts  as  contain  noteworthy 
decoration  or  pictorial  illustration  will  also,  I hope,  be  found 
useful.

Thus  the  MS.  contains  of  the  Camden  Soc.  text  pp.  98-104,  120-126,  144- 
146,  148-152,  164-174,  196-218,  248-296,  298-378,  392-400,  that  is  about 
three-sevenths  of  the  whole. 

In  the  parts  which  it  contains,  however,  there  are  a good  many  small 
omissions  and  a large  number  of  variations  in  the  form  of  expression. 

Mr  Macaulay  adds:  “There  is  no  foundation  for  the  statement  that  the 
Caius  text  is  in  a Midland  dialect : it  is  early  Southern  like  the  rest.  Nor 
can  there  be  any  reason  to  suppose  that  it  represents  a more  original  or  an 
earlier  form  of  the  text  than,  say,  the  Corpus  Christi  or  some  of  the 
London  MSS.,  though  no  doubt  it  is  in  an  earlier  dialect  form  than  the 
text  printed  for  the  Camden  Society.”
